David F. Koch, sentenced to . 10 
years in prison last December for 
sodomy, has filed a motion in Circuit 
Court to have his plea of guilty set 
aside by the court. 

' The motion' by the former Far- 
mington man was filed by mail 
Tuesday and claims the ( 'guilty piea 
was involuntarily and uninteiligently 
entered as a result of ineffective 
assistance of counsel." 

Circuit Court Judge Kenneth W. 
Pratte, who took Koch's plea last 
October and imposed the 10-year 
sentence on Dec. 18, granted Koch's 
application to file the motion as a 
pauper and thus made him eligible 



for the- services of the public 
defender in his appeal process, Koch 
is currently, serving his sentence at 
the Missouri Eastern Correctional 
Center at Pacific. 

Koch claims in his motion that his 
counsel failed to interview proposed 
trial witnesses suggested by Koch, 
did not interview prosecution wit- 
nesses and "failed to conduct a 
satisfactory inquiry into the facts 
and circumstances of the crime." 
The motion further claims his at- 
torney's were u so unfamiliar with,, 
the most crucial elements of the case 
that movant (Koch) had to abandon 
his intentions of pursuing a trial and

was on a camping trip to the ranch.. 
The boy Is not identified in any of the 
court records? only his initials are 
used. 

Koch is a former director of the 
Farmington Parks and Recreation 
Department but was employed in the 
private sector when charged with the 
felony. 

According to officials in the 
courthouse, Koch's motion will be 
placed on Judge Pratte's law day 
docket for July 15 for announcement 
only. At that time a date for a 
hearing might be set, though there 
are legal procedures that might 
preclude a setting at that time.

A prominent Farmington com- 
munity leader was charged today 
with a class B felony under 
Missouri's sodomy law. 

David Koch, 39, of the 100 block of 
Kinley Drive, was charged this 
morning by Prosecuting Attorney 
Gary Stevenson with having deviate 
sexual activities with a juvenile. 

The charges follow a month's 
investigation into allegations against 
Koch. The investigation was con- 
ducted by the Missouri Highway 
Patrol. 

Stevenson said he is filing Gue 
count today but the investigation will 
continue into other allegations. 

According to the charge, which 
was filed shortly after 11 a.m. today, 
the charge stems from an incident 
that happened in April of 1966. Under 
the state law the act has to have been 
committed with a person under the 
age of 14 to be considered a Class B 
felony.
